To Garfield'* farseoing vision the college pro- 
phesied the future uplifting of the deaf. He 
lookod beyond the physical infirmity of doafnos* 
Into the depths of thB soul, and recognized only 
the elements of a common humanity; ho beheld, 
with intuitive wisdom, that the sensitive prin- 
ciple of the body needed only to bo warmed, 
OafekeSad. and strengthened hv a higher educa- 
tion than that afforded by the Htate Institutions, 
to be capable of enjoying tho freeY, deeper, noli 
cr, Inward lifo which sweetens human happiness ; 
he perceived, with rare discernment, that the 
mind, thus disciplined by classical culture and 
ennobled by wider vistas of thought, would spread 
its wings and soar above the trammels of deaf- 
uess, nod enter upon a larger range of work and 
responsibility ; and he fell that it was his duty as 
a man and a priest of national economy, to act 
out tne motto, which he had years before append- 
ed to his inline in the visitors' register, upon the 
occasion of his first Visit to the Ohio Deaf and 
Dumb Institution " Da Auren."

nothing could diminish, His own Intelligent In 

• pectiou of Its scholarship begat a faith which 
gave force and etOqUelMtt to Ins appenls in its 
behalf. Thus inspired by a noble interest, and 
thus working for the college, he gained a warm 
and strong attachment for it; for Its faculty, 
and, most of all, fur its students, which ninny a 
time drew his footsteps hither. It ix delightful 
to reoaU both Ins social and his official visits 
here. Wo can yet see him nx ho was wont to ap- 
pear among us dignified and manly in his bear- 
ing ; in hix keen eye beamed pride and satisfac- 
tion, as he noted the growing vigor and useful- 
ness of tho college ; and in his smile, a winning 
grnco a* bo looked on us, or took us by the 
hand. It is equally pleasing to recall tho words 
of good will and encouragement, with which be 
always was ready when called upon to speak, 
lb had broad and liberal views of the work of 
the college ; ho disdained to speak of it ax a 
charity- be<eatled it "enlightened selfishness on 
the part of the Government" to maintain and

loud in its liehalf. He did not plead for us as a 
class of unfortunates having a lien on public 
sympathy. He maintained that it was not only 
right and Just, but would bo an act of wise 
legislation to give to tho deaf and dumb 
the opportunity for becoming possessed 
of a higher education than the primarv 
institutions afforded. Is it any wonder that 
tho deaf and dumb loved and reapectod, 
honored and revered tho man who thua voiced 
their wants and fought for tho enlargement of 
their educational privileges? And whon the 
news flashed through the land that Oaiiicld was 
laid low, when stern-visaged mon and white faoe- 
ad women rotated tho sad intelligence with 
sorrowing dismay, only Ood knew how keen the 
grief, how deep the sorrow felt bv thoso upon 
whose lips Hi* hand had plnced the seal of 
silence. Throughout his long illness, many a 
silent chorus of unvoiced prayers went up ' to 
heaven asking that Qod would spare our Presi- 
dent and our friend. With tender sympathy in 
tboir hearts, they stood with the world of humani- 
ty around Ins bedside, watching with pilving admi- 
ration the brave but unequal struggfe, and joined 
in the earnest sigh of sorrow that cirolod round 
the world when bis great heart had been forever 
stilled.
